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FCC Clarifies Details Of Cores Amateur 
Implementation 


from The ARRL Letter — The FCC’s Wireless Telecommunica- 
tions Bureau has clarified several issues regarding Amateur Ser- 
vice implementation of the Commission Registration System— 
or CORES. Starting December 3, everyone doing business with 
the FCC—including amateur licensees—must obtain and use a 
10-digit FCC Registration Number (FRN) when filing. Many ama- 
teurs will not need to take any action to comply with the new 
requirement, which further expands the number of FCC abbre- 
viations, numbers and systems hams need to be aware of. 


Amateur licensees now registered in the Universal Licensing Sys- 
tem (ULS) already have been cross-registered in CORES and is- 
sued an FRN by mail. The FCC said it planned another cross- 
registration by November 28. Amateurs can check to see if they 
have an FRN via a ULS license search. Many Internet call sign 
servers, including ARRL’s, also provide this information. 


Once CORES becomes mandatory, the FCC will “auto-register” 
all amateurs who seek to register in ULS and will issue them an 
FRN. Amateurs then should use the FRN in place of a Taxpayer 
Identification Number (TIN—typically an individual’s Social Se- 
curity Number) when filing applications with the FCC. New or 
upgrade license applicants not previously registered in ULS will 
be registered automatically in both CORES and ULS when they 
provide a TIN on a license application filed through a Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinator. 


Both ULS and CORES will contain a licensee’s FRN, but updat- 
ing information in one system will not update the other. For ama- 
teurs, CORES registration will replace ULS “TIN/Call Sign” reg- 
istration. Once CORES becomes mandatory, those registering in 
ULS will be redirected to CORES registration. The ULS will re- 
main the Amateur Service licensing database within WTB, how- 
ever, and only ULS will associate an individual with a particular 
call sign and FRN. 


Going away December 3 will be the so-called Assigned Taxpayer 
Identification Number, or ATIN, which the FCC has been issuing 
to applicants ineligible to obtain a Social Security Number, such 
as foreign applicants and club station licensees. CORES will of- 
fer exemptions to amateur clubs and to foreign entities not hold- 
ing a TIN/SSN. The FCC is encouraging club station applicants 
to first register in CORES and then use their FRN when filing via 
a Club Station Call Sign Administrator. Club station applicants 
also may use a trustee’s TIN/SSN or a tax-exempt club’s IRS- 
assigned EIN. 


The WTB says that starting December 3, “all passwords will be 
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maintained in the CORES database.” Amateurs using paper FCC 
Form 160 to register in CORES will be mailed a CORES pass- 
word for on-line access. 


The FCC continues to work out the details of how amateurs, 
CORES and ULS will coexist. Amateur Service testing with 
CORES is planned for November. For more information about 
CORES, visit the FCC Web site <http://www.fcc.gov/> and click 
on the “Commission Registration System” link.

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ARRL To FCC: No Commercial Users At 
2390-2400 MHz! 


from The ARRL Letter — The ARRL this week 
urged the FCC “in the strongest possible terms” 
to make no commercial allocations in the Ama- 
teur Service 2390 to 2400 MHz primary alloca- 
tion. The League tentatively suggested, however, 
that hams might be willing to share the band with 
compatible government services that are displaced 
to make room for advanced wireless systems. 


The ARRL told the FCC that advanced wireless 
services “are fundamentally incompatible with 
continued amateur access to the band.” 


The federal government, on the other hand, “has 
historically been a compatible sharing partner,” 
the League said, adding that government uses 
would offer “the least disruptive opportunities for 
sharing” in the band. The ARRL made clear that 
such sharing should happen only “if it is absolutely 
necessary to re-accommodate some displaced us- 
ers” and would be “subject to compatibility stud- 


” 


1es. 


The ARRL commented this week in four separate 
proceedings dealing with allocations for advanced 
and third-generation wireless systems, the mobile 
satellite service and the Unlicensed Personal Com- 
munications Service (U-PCS). The ARRL focused 
its remarks on ET Docket 00-258, which included 
2390-2400 MHz as a candidate band for advanced 
wireless services. 


Commenting on the WINForum Petition for Rule 
Making (RM-9498) that seeks to modify techni- 
cal rules for Part 15 U-PCS operation at 2390 to 
2400 MHz, the ARRL reiterated its position of two 
years ago. The ARRL said it still opposed a power 
increase for asynchronous U-PCS devices in the 
band and said there can be no change in maxi- 
mum power spectral density. The ARRL called 
those two provisions “critical to the compatible 
sharing plan that resulted in ARRL support of the 
U-PCS authorization” in the band. 


The ARRL also asked the FCC to retain the non- 
government primary Amateur Service allocation 
at 2390-2400 MHz. The ARRL also noted that 
amateur allocations in the vicinity of 2 GHz “have 
been steadily eroded” through encroachment by 
other services. 
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Severe Weather Notes: October 
Outbreak 


A powerful late-season storm system that formed over 
the central United States early on Wednesday October 
24th resulted in a rare October tornado outbreak that af- 
fected northeast Indiana and northwest Ohio. Over 20 
tornadoes were reported throughout the Midwest, includ- 
ing five in northeastern Indiana. 


Early that morning, the Storm Prediction Center issued 
the daily convective outlook that placed all of Indiana, 
western Ohio, and extreme southern Michigan in a “High 
Risk” area for severe thunderstorms. A High Risk area is 
rare; on average, the National Weather Service uses such 
a designation only a few times each year. The statement 
noted that a “Significant severe weather outbreak...” was 
expected, including damaging winds and the threat of a 
few “significant” tornadoes. 


At 11:28 am, the Storm Prediction Center issued a “PDS 
Tornado Watch” for all of Indiana and northwest Ohio. 
The “PDS” stands for “Particularly Dangerous Situation’; 
again, a term that is used only in extreme situations. An- 
other tornado watch was issued for most of lower Michi- 
gan. 


Most of the tornado and wind activity occurred to the 
northwest of Fort Wayne, with the storms decreasing in 
intensity as they moved across Allen County. Spotter re- 
ports in the city of Fort Wayne were of winds in the 35- 
40 m.p.h. range, with some additional reports of very 
heavy rain and resulting street flooding. With the tornado 
watch and activity that had oc- 
curred to our west, plus the issu- 
ance of tornado or severe thun- 
derstorm warnings for almost 
every county, most spotters in 
Fort Wayne (like me) were prob- 
ably saying ““Where’s the Beef?”’. 


However, when the storms 
crossed the state line into Ohio, 
they re-intensified and wind, hail, 
and damage reports started com- 
ing in from Van Wert County, in- 
cluding numerous power out- 
ages. As the storms continued 
eastward into central Ohio, they 
intensified even further and 
caused more damage in the Co- 
lumbus area. 


The tornadoes that struck north- 
ern Indiana ranged from an FO 
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with a path of 50 yards to an Fl with a 
path of 33 miles to an F3 with a path of 22 
miles. Most of the damage and injuries oc- 
curred in Kosciusco and Noble Counties, 
with one death reported in LaPorte County. 


Even though there was not that much ac- 
tivity in the 11 counties of Area 2, thanks 
to the spotters who were monitoring “just 
in case”. As far as Fort Wayne and Allen 
County, lets face it: we were just plain 
lucky. 


After the severe weather had passed, the intensity of the 
storm system resulted in a high wind advisory for all of 
northeastern Indiana and northwestern Ohio for the next 
48 hours. Sustained wind speeds were in the 25-35 m.p.h. 
range, with gusts as high as 50 m.p.h.. In addition, the 
cold front that moved through the area Wednesday evening 
brought down temperatures enough to produce very light 
snow flurries early Friday morning. 


A final note. Attached to the tornado survey report from 
the National Weather Service was the following: “Thanks 
for the tremendous response from the Amateur Radio 
spotters and Net Control Stations in this rare October tor- 
nado outbreak. Your support is an integral part of the warn- 
ing process and helped to keep deaths/injuries to a mini-

(mostly on CW on 20m, 17m, 15m, 12m, and 10m). I 
did enjoy excursions to 10m SSB after North America 
sunrise to work W/VEs. I also enjoyed trying to fix the 
minor problems that came up.

PCsat Commissioned and Operational 


from The ARRL Letter — PCsat, the recently launched Na- 
val Academy Amateur Radio Satellite, was activated for 
users on October 3. Bob Bruninga, WB4APR, requests 
that users first read and agree to the PCsat User Service 
Agreement, posted on the US Naval Academy Web site 
<http://www.ew.usna.edu/~bruninga/pcsat/contract.txt>. 
Bruninga said that, due to frequent resets on orbit a tem- 
porary change to normal operating procedures was made 
as of October 12 to permit users to digipeat via the call 
signs of W3ADO-1 and W3ADO-2. “Thus, whether it is 
in safe mode or not, the settings will not change for us- 
ers,” Bruninga said. PCsat provides a worldwide posi- 
tion, status and messaging service for mobile and hand- 
held Amateur Radio satellite users. Bruninga said he hopes 
users will, for now, adhere to the maximum one-packet- 
per-two-minutes protocol. Base-station transmissions 
through PCsat “are not encouraged except for special tests, 
demos or other circumstances.” PCsat is designed with 
no CPU other than two TNCs.
